THE PRESIDENT AND THE TRUSTS 


T 


HE treatment of the trust problem by President 
Roo»evelt In his message, while disappointing is in 


no sense surprising. In .his early autumn speeches on the 
subject, Jt was observed that his utterances were marked 
by 'the-frequent recurrence of diminuendo notes. There 
was; in' fad, an almost continual weakening In his tone. 
Beginning with a few inspiring bugle blasts, which roused 
the hopes and expectations of the public to. * high point,•• 
he piped lower and lower as he proceeded, until toward the ^ 
close of hl» speaking'tour his main object seemed to^be-to 
demonstrate the extreme difficulty, if not the impossibility, 
of doing anything to curb the abuses of the :tru»U without, 
business disaster to the country.

A few days ago the press dispatches stated that the 


members of the President's Cabinet were divided as to «?«' 
tone w'hJcTi he should adopt in his message concerhimr t»e 
trust Issue—half of the members being in favor-.ot some- 
what radical recommendations, while the other half urged 
more conservative treatment. The general public has no 
means of knowing what was meant by the terms -"radical*' 
and "conservative" as thus employed, or to what extent, 
the'President was influenced by the alleged diviiion-.pf, 
opinion in his cabinet; but certain it is that nothing could 
b* more "conservative" than the tone of his messag* up"1 


on this all-important question. The conservatism extends! 
to the point of absolute weakness, his recommendations 
amounting almost to nothing. 
"Publicity." That one 


word expresses the length and breadth of his a«lbn.

-•'Publicity" will be of no value to the .people, •unless the,- 


information thereby acquired is to be the-basis of some 
action for the curbing of the abuses at which the'PresT-' 
dent vaguely hints. How is this to be done? What rem- 
edy does he suggest? We search his language in vain for- 
th*' faintest glimmer of light upon this the vital point 
involved In the problem. 
•

Naturally, in this connection, the query arises, what 


are the trust evils of which the people are complaining? 
Simply these: 
Legitimate competition is being strangled, 


the" industries of the country are being brought under the 
control of a few huge combinations, and as a result, the 
people are charged «xhorbitant prices for products the 
supply of which is i;antrolled by these combinations or 
trust*.' More remo'.ily large .sociological considerations 
are involved, bu'. the main question immediately affect- 
ing the masses of the people is one of prices. They are bui 
little concerned in the details of trust methods except as 
those methods effect prices. As matters now stand the 
American consumer is made to pay from twenty-five to 
forty per cent more for a given article, than is charged for 
the same article when sold in foreign markets. This is the 
evil and wrong upon which the public mind is fixed, and 
Mr. Rosevelt gives no sign that he even knows of the ex- 
istence of such evil. True, he hints at checking monopo- 
lies through Inter-state commerce legislation, but what he 
says upon this head Is too indefinite to be of any practi- 
cal value, and he even Intimates that it may be. neces- 
sary to amend the constitution before anything can be 
done in this way. 


The President scouts the idea of reaching 'the trusts 


through a revision of the tariff. In this he stands direct- 
ly opposed to the solid mass of the Democratic' party as 
well as to a considerable segment of his own. He assumes 
that any revision of the tariff which would curb the trust 
abuses would also destroy the industries in which the 
trusts are engaged, This view is wholly without-fftunda- 
tlon, for the idea is merely to remove the unnecessary pro- . 
tectlon, and he himself, in his discussion of reciprocity 
concedes that in some cases duties are too high—as did ! 
President McKinley In his lifetime.

It is perfectly clear that when a giant monopoly is-foip>1- 


eratlng behind the barrier of a fifty per cent tariff, its-op«?~. 
portunlties for making extortionate charges are greatly 
increased. It is equally clear that when such monopoly 
is regularly selling Its products In foreign markets at 
prices very much below those charged at home it needs no 
protection and deserves none.' To remove or lower duties 
In wich cases would force the trust to lower the prices in 
the home nwket, and content Itself with a reasonable 
profit, thus' conferring a benefit upon the American consu- 
mer. A man must be stupidity itself not to be able to see 
as plain a proposition as that. But Mr. Roosevelt claims 
seem to afflict the most of the other prominent leaders 
of his party. 


Unfortunately, while rejecting in toto any proposition 


to. check or reduce the trust evils through tariff revision, 
the President also fails to point out any other remedy. 
He simply Indulges in glittering generalities about "pub- 
licity," and even this suggestion coming from him has 
not the merit of originality. Nor has the idea met with 
any favor at the hands of his party friends in Congress. 
The Newlands and Dubois amendments providing for 
publicity as a basis for further action were both .defeat- 
edi by a unanimous Republican vote, and if any "public- 
ity*' measure commands the support of a- majority of the 
Republican membership during the next year and a half 
It win be merely for the purpose of hoodwinking the peo- 
ple In the contest of 1904. 


The President's "discussion" of the trust Issue is as 


"sounding trass and a tinkling cymbal." It may de- 
cilve some people and thereby induce them to continue 
their support of the Republican party, but It will serve 
no other substantial purpose, save, perhaps, as It may In- 
tensify the general belief that there are trust evils of a 
Brave character for which a corrective should be found.

hood, aa has Arizona for at least half that period of time. 
While- Oklahoma is doubtless qualified and entitled to ad- 
mission, her claims 'fall short of those .of '*« ^Western 
sisters who haVe been so summarily Ignored; New Mex- 
ico and Arizona were, built -up by the advance guard of 
that invincible army of • ploneers^who. blazed • the pathway 
of civilization across the continent, while- the la*e- set- 
tlers In Oklahoma were the rear- guard -of 'the stragglers, 
who halted midway and turned "Into the beaten -trail which 
leu to a land where there were no deserts; wildernesses 
or savage tribes, to conquer or subdue.

Olalm-jumplng and re-location can 


hardly be classed In the same cata- 
gory, although, in many instances, the 
terms are almost synonymous. 


The claim-jumper, as a type, noses 


around, and, on the slighest pretext, 
will make a location 
upon a •claim 


which it is the desire of the owner 
toj maintain title to 
It is often the 


Case that the claim is really open to 
location because of a failure to com- 
ply. In every little particular, with the 
law regulating the location and work 
fa>j be performed in the holding of the 
same, but the jumper, paying no re- 
gard to the amount of work perform 
ea or the evident good faith of 
the 


locator, is willing' to cloud his title, 
to put him to a great deal of expense 
and trouble, and has no hesitancy In 
putting up his monuments and corner 
stakes, and posting his notice upon 
ground to which he has no moral right, 
even if the law gives him a slight loop- 
hole in which to slip in. 
Such a man 


Is a menace to the mining industry. 
He la, to a certain extent, a protected 
blackmailer, and he should be driven 
out of every mining camp; peaceably, 
If possible; by force, if necessary 


The rnan who holds down a claim 


year after year, by re-location, Is a 
hindrance to the growth and prosper- 
ity of any camp or district. 
He will 


not work himself, neither will he let 
others, if he can help it. 
He will not 


make a. showing "of what he has got, 
and he asks the price of a mine for 
an undeveloped prospect. 
The first 


of every year finds him busily en- 
gaged In putting up new location no- 
tices upon claims which he has neith- 
er the inclination nor intention to de- 
velop. 
He is a drawback to the dis- 


trict and is a cousin if not a brother 
of the claim-Jumper. 


The Mining Review is pleaseu to 


note that in certain portions of the 
west action Is already being taken to 
thwart the claim-jumper 
In Beaver 


county, Utah, an organization has been 
formed, headed by leading mining men 
and calim-holders, to deal with this 
class of gentry. If any are caught In 
the act of 
claim, he will be politely requested 
to pull' down his stakes, monuments 
and notices. 
If he refuses, a sort of 


vigilance committee will probably wait 
upon him and run him out of camp.
